SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: APRIL, 1965 


Rainfall: Average fall for the State in April was 53% above normal, the highest since February, 1964, and concentrated in 
the eight days to the 23rd April. All divisions received beneficial falls, ranging froin three inches to four inches in the North-West 
coastal fringe, the central North, Midlands, Derwent Valley, Channel area and near Swansea—Bicheno to more than seven inches 
in several areas in the East, and most of the West Coast. 


Monthly totals ranged from a minimum of 241 points at Fort Direction to a maximum of 1,166 points at Lake Margaret. 


Temperature: Generally both day and night temperatures were again below normal during the month. Mean maxima ranged

from less than 1° below in the Burnie-Stanley-W aratah area to more than 5° below at Bronte Park. Negative departures of mean 
minima ranged from 0.3° in parts of the Central Plateau to 3°-4° in the North-West. 


Highest temperature (72°) was registered at St. Helens on the 29th April, and the lowest (21°), at Bothwell on the 8th April. 


Rural Conditions: Although pastures were still in only fair condition throughout most of the State, considerable improvement 
was expected following heavy rain late in April. Late apple crops received some benefit from the rain, but Midlands and North-West 
potato growers were concerned that further falls would cause rot in crops already adversely affected by frosts.
